Michael Williams, 21, of Cairo, Ill., 
was arrested early Sunday morning 
after an eventful car and foot chase 
through Hickman County 

Kane, a police dog working 
with Mayfield Police Officer Brent 
Farmer, ended the chase, during 
which Williams had wrecked 
his vehicle and fled on foot, by 
discovering Williams hiding in a 
ditch, covered in mud. 

Hickman County Sheriff Deputy 
Sgt. Ben Natividad was working 
a few hours late Saturday night/ 
Sunday morning due to the Hickman 
County High School prom. At about 
2 a.m., he received a call on his cell 
phone from a local woman who said 
she had caught a man breaking into 
her house, and SHE was following 
him down the road. 

According to Natividad’s report, 
Williams approached the woman’s 
vehicle and punched IN the driver’s 
side window. He then got into a truck 
and fled. 

Natividad intercepted Williams, 
who was driving a white FORD 
F-150 with Illinois tags, but Williams 
would not get out of the vehicle and 
refused to show the officer both of his 
hands. Natividad then called Sheriff 
Mark Green, who alerted Mayfield 
PD Lt. Brent Farmer and Clinton 
police officers to join the pursuit. 

According to Green, Williams 


made it about four miles outside of 
Clinton before wrecking the truck 
and continuing his flight on foot. 
About 30 minutes later, Williams was 
found burrowed into the mud. 

Officers discovered stolen property 
in Williams’ borrowed vehicle 
including a TV, jewelry, tools, and a 
loaded 9 mm magazine. 

Authorities learned that Williams 
had been at a party in Mound City, 
Ill., on Saturday night and borrowed 
a friend’s truck. He then drove south 
to plunder loot in Hickman. Williams 
had broken into a garage, stealing 
more than $500 worth of tools, before 
he was encountered at the house on 
Hwy. 51. 

Green said that the Illinois owner 
of the truck had no idea what had 
happened until he saw Williams’ 
photo on the news. 

“If the homeowner had not come 
home when she did, we probably 
wouldn’t have caught the guy,” Green 
said about the woman whose name 
Green did not disclose. Williams is 
currently being held ON a $25,000 
cash bond and is being charged with 
Burglary, second degree; Fleeing and 
evading; Resisting arrest; Wanton 
Endangerment; and Receiving Stolen 
Property over $500. 

Other officers involved in the 
arrest were Clinton police officer 
Tom Dickson and Clinton Police 
Chief Snapper Seaton.

STOP! Don't touch. Leave the Area. Tell An Adult! 

Eddie Eagle teaches students gun safety

Hickman County Sheriff Mark 
Green and Hickman County Jailer 
Chad Frizzell have recently devoted 
several hours to students at Hickman 
County Elementary, going from class 
to class with the Eddie Eagle Gunsafe 
Program, talking to the students about 
what they should do if they ever found 
a firearm. 

The general message of the program 
is “STOP! Don’t touch. Leave the area. 
Tell an adult.” As part of the program, 
Green and Frizzell showed the children 
videos of the program’s mascot, Eddie 
Eagle, as he intervened on the behalf 
of safety in various scenarios where 
children came in contact with a firearm. 

In one case, the children were in 
their grandmother’s attic when they 
came across a rifle stored there. In 
another case, children were looking for 
a hidden birthday present when they 
stumbled upon a handgun on the top 
shelf of a bedroom closet. 

In each incident, Eddie Eagle 
swooped in to educate the children 
about what they should do. By the 
end of the video, all the students were 
reciting the program’s motto, “STOP! 
Don’t touch. Leave the area. Tell an 
adult.” 

The Eddie the Eagle program 
is sponsored by the National Rifle 
Association and has been presented 
to more that 18 million elementary 



students across the nation, Canada, 
and Puerto Rico, geared toward 
students pre-K through the third grade. 
The program was created by NRA 
past president Marion P. Hammer in 
consultation with child psychologists 
and elementary teachers. 

Funds raised through Friends of 
NRA make it possible for the program 
to be taught at little or no cost to the 
local school system, and the NRA has 
received numerous letters from parents 
that tell stories of children who have 
found firearms and did exactly as the 
Eddie Eagle Gunsafe Program taught 
them. 

Last year, a study by the Centers for 
Disease Control found that more than 
1.7 million children live in homes with 
guns that are loaded and unlocked. A 


recent study published in the Archives 
of Pediatric and Adolescent Medicine 
found 39 percent of kids knew where 
their parents’ guns were stored, while 
22 percent said they had handled the 
weapons despite adults’ warnings to 
stay away. 


The parents’ role 

“Parents have to find a balance 
between readiness and safety,” Frizzell 
said, referring to the parents’ role in 
child gun safety. “Every situation in 
each home is different.” Frizzell said 
that hiding a gun from a child is nearly

impossible, and parents should 
store ammunition in a separate 
location from the firearm if 
possible. 

Frizzell and Green passed 
out brochures for the students’ 
parents with information about 
the parents’ responsibility in 
teaching their children about 
gun safety. 

“According to federal 
statistics,” the brochure says, 
“there are guns in approximately 
half of all U.S. households. Even 
if no one in your family owns a 
gun, chances are that someone 
you know does. Your child 
could come in contact with a 
gun at a neighbor’s house, when 
playing with friends, or under 
other circumstances outside 
your home.” 

The literature also talks 


about how children can become 
confused about the potential 
lethal nature of guns when they 
see a character shot on TV and 
“killed,” then see that same 
actor appear on another movie 
or TV show. 

“It may be a mistake to 
assume that your child knows 
the difference between being 
‘killed’ on TV and in reality,” 
according to the literature. 

Frizzell and Green are 
both certified CCDW (Carry 
Concealed Deadly Weapons) 
instructors and regularly hold 
local sessions to educate adults 
about firearm safety. Their next 
session will be held on Saturday, 
May 4. For more information, 
contact the Hickman County 
Sheriff’s Office.

Four Hickman County High 
School juniors have been 
selected to attend the prestigious 
Governor’s Scholars Program 
this summer. Sydney Harrison, 
Makenna LeBlanc, Ryan 
Harpole, and Alex Simmons 
will all spend about five 
weeks at designated Kentucky 
schools from mid-June to 
mid-July.

“For a school this size to have

According to the Kentucky

Liberia 

School feeds body, mind and soul

Being one of the poorest 
countries in the world, local 
folks make a living however 
they can. 

Families set up in crowded 
makeshift straw markets near the 
town center and sell what they 
can...dried fish, peppers, flour, 
biscuits, and various seasonings 
and goods. Individuals manning 
simple roadside stands offer gas 
in glass gallon jugs. 

Gas-powered generators 
provide electricity for those 
homes that have it. 

Young men bring wood 
carvings to the gentle ocean 
front to sell. It is clear that some 
individuals spend a lot of time 
fine tuning their handiwork. 

Lisa and Dennis Richardson, 
publishers of this newspaper, 
just returned from Monrovia, 
Liberia where they met with 
school leaders and elders in 
support of a local missionary 
married to a Tennessee native. 

Arthur David, who is a native 
Liberian and founder of Ford- 
Madden Christian Academy 
there, works side by side with 
wife Anora, of Camden, TN. as 
they nourish both body and soul 
in a country rebuilding from 23 
years of civil wars. 

Despite the lack of land 
phone lines and public electric 
services, Anora and Arthur, keep 
the wheels turning at FMCA, a 
Christian school. They founded 
the school which now enrolls 
about 600 students in Monrovia 
in 1996. 

Liberia was the first 
independent country in 
Africa, gaining independence 
in 1847. Since much of the 
money earmarked for the work 
there is funneled through the 
Camden Church of Christ, the 
Richardsons’ visit was mainly 
to get a first-hand look at the 
operations and put faces with 
names. 

A new government 
administration came into power 
in Liberia in 2005 and the 
country is slowly recovering. 
There are members of every 
faction in the new legislature 
and companies that left during 
the wars are beginning to trickle 
back. Businesses from the U.S., 
China and the Middle East are 
also setting up shop in an attempt 
to provide essential goods and 
services like groceries, building 
materials and hardware. 

The JFK hospital is 
undergoing updates and skilled 
doctors starting to move back 
into the country. Many believe 
that when the confidence and 
pride is restored then the country 
will grow once more.

from two small generators 
that are turned on about 9:30 
a.m. and stay on for about 
three hours, through the lunch 
periods. The school provides 
a Christian education to many 
who otherwise may be out 
walking the streets. 

With no air-conditioning and 
just enough light bulbs to read, 
the school does not require 
a lot of electricity. A larger 
generator is on the school’s 
“wish list” but the funds are 
not there. Yet. Arthur, a proven 
steward of funds that come his 
way, believes that he will find 
funding for either a 50kw or 
60kw generator. 

Ample large windows (with 
screens of course) let the 
breezes from the Atlantic flow 
through and provide some relief 
of the constant 90° heat. 

Besides handling the funds 
for the work in Liberia, 
members the Camden church 
funded 13 scholarships for the 
2012-13 school year. There are 
so many more students in need 


of an education if the country 
is to maintain its independence 
and rebuild. 

It only costs $310 per year 
to sponsor a child’s education. 
This includes a meal each day, 
possibly the only meal that 
child will have that day, an 
hour of bible study five days 
a week along with Christian 
guidance, as well as a well- 
rounded education giving them 
an opportunity for a productive 
life. 

“We notice that on Monday’s 
the children gobble up their 
meal,” Anora said, “But by the 
end of the week they take a little 
longer. This tells me that they 
don’t get much to eat at home.”

Tax Day Dollars 

Tax day came and went for us like usual. 

We filed for an extension. 

That only prolongs the agony for a few months. 

But what can we do about that but make the 
money and send it in? 

I have lost track of the changes in the tax 
codes and filing my own taxes would be a major 
undertaking, plus I would probably forget some 
important form that is supposed to accompany 
things. 

I do not envy the many CPAs across our country 
that are working overtime to get these forms done 
and ready on time. 

I can’t even worry if our nation’s leaders are 
spending my tax dollars wisely. What good would 
that do? I hope that they do, but know that they 
won’t. 

What is troubling is watching the national debt 
totals rolling upward at the rate of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars every few seconds. The last I 


looked it was well above $16 trillion. 

What is next? Quadrillion.

Each January the team 
travels to rural Guatemala and provides medical 
and dental care for the women and children. 

Chad and I have traveled to Guatemala for the 
past four years. 

Makenna: What kind of work did you do on 
your most recent trip? 

Melanie and Chad: We went to a town on the 
Pacific Coast of Guatemala called Retalhuleu. 

We saw about 1,500 women and children in the 
clinic. We had a team of 100 doctors, nurses, 
pharmacists, physical therapists, and dentists. We 
performed 130 surgeries and gave out more than 
2000 prescriptions and 75,000 vitamins. 

Makenna: How have the trips impacted your 


lives? 

Melanie: When I was an MSU senior nursing 
student, a nurse came and spoke about her trip 
with Children of The Americas, and that really 
impacted me. I knew that was something I was 
meant to do. I went on my first trip with COTA a 
year later. I took several years off with the birth 
of my children and started back in 2010. Chad 
and I can’t wait for our trips! We hope to take 
our children Cameron and Riley with us soon. 

I feel like they have started to appreciate that 
there are so many children around the world who 
have very little and are in need. Cameron and 
Riley enjoy collecting clothes, shoes, and toys 
for us to take to the patients. They often find 
toys or items for us to give out. They can’t wait 
to hear about the child who received their gift. I 
hope that they can be inspired to help those who 
can’t help themselves and that they will serve 
to be the hands and feet of Jesus. That would be 
the greatest blessing! To be honest, Chad and I 
would like to move to Guatemala and work with 
an agency building houses and taking care of 
orphans.***

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Lending Library provided educational 
resources for local students

When the Future Falcons, who are upcoming kindergarteners, 
and their parents toured Hickman County Elementary last Monday 
afternoon, they were shown several ways to help them prepare for 
kindergarten. 

Among the resources provided during their tour, parents and 
students-to-be explored the Lending Library, located in the KAPS 
Family Resource Center. 

The Lending Library assists parents in preparing their children 
for kindergarten by providing access to educational toys and 
games, at no cost to the parents. Childcare providers and preschool 
teachers may also utilize the library to assist in early childhood 
development. 

Parents and educators check out items from the Lending Library 
and return them when finished. They may continue to check out and 
return materials as they desire and as they need different resources. 

According to KAPS Family Resource Youth Center Director 
Vickie Batts, funding for the materials comes from the Four River 
Counties Community Early Childhood Council (CECC). 

“The purpose of the council is to enhance the quality of early 
childcare and education with a strong focus on promoting school 
readiness, for families with children age birth to five,” Batts said. 
“Council members represent the Four River Counties of Fulton, 
Hickman, Carlisle, and Ballard and also are from Family Resource 
Center Coordinators, Cooperative Extension Service Agents, 
Head Start workers, local childcare providers, Purchase Area 
Development District Childcare Resource & Referral, Audubon, 
and First Steps.” 

CECC is funded through the Governor’s Office of Early 
Childhood Development and is part of Kentucky’s KIDS NOW 
initiative. 

“While the materials in the library are mostly used by teachers 
and childcare professionals,” Batts said, “we encourage parents 
to check out the materials to assist with the development of their 
children.” 

Even though the primary focus of the Lending Library is to 
provide material geared toward early childhood development, it 
also provides learning materials helpful to older children. 

Materials in the library range from blocks and board games to 
books, theme boxes, and tools for language and social development. 
The theme boxes contain various items and instructions for use 
by parents to teach children about music, math, science, art, and 
language. 

The Lending Library at Hickman County has had these 
instructional materials available for parents and educators for eight 
years, and while there is no hard data to show the exact impact of 
the library on childhood development, educators have given Batts 
positive feedback about the program.
